Doctors discuss food supplies, population and war 


IS THERE AN ETHICAL 


DILEMMA FOR MEDICINE ?

The view is that expressed by Professor 
Hill in his address to the British Assoeia- 
tion in 152 and supported by the Neo- 
Malthusian school of thought. 

Dr. Dunean Leys, President of the 
MAPW, in opening the discussion, said that 
in the address entitled “The Ethical 
Dilenmma of Seience ” Prof. Hill had given 
a further definition of his thesis in these 
words: 

“Phe dilemma is this. AW the impulses 
of decent humanity, all the dictates of 
religion and all the traditions of medicine 
msist that suffering must be relieved, 
curable disease cured, preventible disease 
prevented. Ut is not permitted to argue 
‘that the salfering is due to folly, that the 
children are net wanted, and that the 
patients family would be happier if he 
died.” 

If, however, we relate this “ dilemma” 
1o the problem of food supphes, population 
and war, with which Professor Hill wits 
dealing, we find that it is not in faet an 
ethical dilentina bat a problem to be solved 
by the gathering and verifying of faets, 
sald Dr. Leys. 


The struggle against disease 


It should read, not as he puts it, “ Are we 
| justified in doing good when the forseeable 
consequence is evil,” but rather “are we 
wise to offer such assistance as we can Lo 
the Indian Government in fighting disease 
when we fear that we may suffer a redue- 
tion in our own standard of living?” 

What in faet Prof. Hill was asking, con- 
tinued Dr. Leys, was: “Tf we knew that ve 
Indians (whose diseases and birth-rate he 
had been discussing) are more likely to die 
of malnutrition because y Indians have no, 
died of malaria, would it not he better to 
stop Indiana from making or buying anti- 
malarial drugs?” 

“Perhaps it was this benevolent 
thought,” added Dr. Leys, “ which prompted 
the Governments of USA and Britain {to 
prohibit the export of streptomycin to 
China,

For in loeal authority 
birth-eontrol elinies here advice may be 
given only on medical grounds: ie. that a 
woman's health would be endanyered by 
pregnancy. 


Equalising living standards 


“There is,” he agreed, “a task to be 
undertaken to determine in what way food 
necessary for health can be secured for the 
world, and scientists have a definite part to 
play in that work. 

“tt will, however, be without profit 
unless there is a world-wide uander- 
standing that the days are ended which 
permitted the co-existence of people with 
standards of life differing by hundreds 
per cent. There is here po dilemma, but 
a hard row to hoe.” 

The Malthusian theory that population 
would tnerease more rapidly than food 
supphes was described by Prof, Haldane as 
“a dammed lie.” 

It was true that 
winter of hunger and starvation, but 
this was due not to un inerease in the 
specles but to frost or snow which nade 
available supplies  anattainable. The 
theory was not based on any law of nature, 
He passed around the audience a yrraph to 
illustrate this point. 

The Neo-Malthusians tell us, he con- 
tinued, that the population of India will 
increase more quickly than their food sup- 
plies. “But the problem of India js under- 
irrigation, not over-population, | am quite 
sure,” he contended, “that if India learnt 
to control her water supplies she could 
produce enough food to feed herself.” 

This would mean introducing modern 
engineering technique and to some extent 
the industrialisation of India; 
proven fact that when a nation 
industrialised her birth-rate fell. 

“We should help India ta solve her 
problems by helping her to industrialixe 
herself, not by forcing on her compulsory 
hirth control, nor by dropping an atomic 
homb on her,” he added.

CHIEFS APPEAL TO HIGH COURT

They, outline the reasons why, in their 
words, F they “have lost confidence in the 
wisdom and justice of the Ministers who 
at present advise (Iler) Majesty on 
Colonial policy.” 

They point out that in 1938 the Rledisloe 
Conmiission reported against both federa- 
tion and Ctenion of the Central 
Africun territories and that, according to 
reports, Lord Hailey, who was sent out Lo 
Central Africa during the Second World 
War, advised against proceeding with 
federation “until native policy in Southern 
Rhodesia approximated to native policy in 
the two territories controlled hy the 
Colonial Office.” 


And they add: “ Sinee then native policy 
in Southern Rhodesia has approximated 
more closely to native policy in the Union 
of South Africa.” 


In interests of settlers 


The Federation seheme was iyrain 
mooted in 1949, after the constitutional re- 
forms in West Africa, by white settler in- 
terests who “were inspired by the desire to 
entrench European political dominance in 


the three territories” and to use federation - 


as a means of breaking away from the 
Colonial affice. 


The Petition then proceeds to analyse the 
Federal proposals: the overwhelming Euro- 
pean representation in the legislature, the 
weakening, of United Kingdom control over 
the constitutional evolution of the terri- 
tories, the wenkness of the African Affairs 
Board and go oan. 

At every crucial point the interests of 
Africans have been either disregarded or 
jeopardised and the whole federal state 
brought under the domination of Southern 
Rhodesia with itn exploitive land policies. 
They then discuss the question of whether 

the opposition to federation is genuine and 
widespread or whether it is confined to a 
minority of educated Africans: 

This the echiefa vehemently deny. Opposi- 
tion to federation, they assert, is deep- 
seated in their people who fear the spread 
of discriminatory policies and who, by sub- 
seribing the money to send the chiefs to 
Britain to plead against the scheme, clearly 
proved their determination not to accept it. 

Next they reply to the argument that, in 
their ignorance of what is in their best 
interests, the Africans oppose federation as 


they have opposed uther — progressive 
measures in the past, for example in ayri- 
culture and hygiene.

It is a prave tragedy that, despite the 
clarity of the case against federation, the 
pressure exercised by the white settlers of 
Central Africa has prevailed, 

Constitutional methods, appeals to crown 
and Cabinet, have failed the African and he 
is embarking on the only course left open to 
him: resistance. Before this resistance 
turns into rebellion, before its present won- 
derful spirit of non-violence breaks under 
frustration and provoeation, let us do all 
we cun to win public opinion in Britain tea 
new awarencsas of the justice of his case. 

The Africa Bureau's pamphlet version of
